AMMAN — His Majesty 
Hnssein said Saturday 
the peace treaty initialled \ry 
Joitm and Israel provides 
for ibe return to the Kingdom 
of its territorial and water 
lights and that tiie govern- 
ment woold present it to Par- 
liament after its fonnal rign- 
Hig^rfiis week. 

Ihe King, in a traditional 
speech from the Throne 
opemng Ae regular sesrion of 
Parliament, dso said the 
treaty did not mean any de- 
viation from JOTdan*s com- 
mitqieat to 'Arab coordina- 
tioR- and pledged that the 
Kingdom help the other Ar^ 
parms involved in peace 
talks mth Israel regain thmr 
foil rigjits. 

King Hussein, a descent 
dant <rf the Prophet Moham- 
mad, reaffirmed that he 
mxild not relinquish his his- 
toric role as the guardian of 
the Islainic holy shrines in 


Jerusalem. 

In an obvious reference to 
the recent crisis in ^e Gulf 
triggered by an Iraqi military 
buildi^ near the tmrders of 
Kuwait, the King reiterated 
tiiat Jordan is deeply con- 
cerned over the sumring of 
the people of Iraq, but it 
would not tolerate any threat 
to the security and sovereign- 
ty of any Arab country. 

Referring to the divisions 
and dififorences among Arab 
countries, the Monai^ said 
Jordan stood ready to pursue 
its efforts to restore Arab 
scriidarify. “It is time that this 
(Arab and Islamic) natioii 
rises from its doldrums and 
overcome the sta^ation that 
has affected its progress as 
well as the denial and tistleso- 
ness wtiidi have affected it," • 
the King said. 

On Jordan's peace accord 
with Israel, the King told the 
joint session of tiie Upper 
and Lower Houses of P^a- 
ment: “This treaty provides 


for die restoration of Jor- 
dan’s foil rights to its land 
and waters, tor the delinea- 
tion and demarcation of 
permanent international bor- 
ders between the two states 
and for exploring the poten- 
tials of cooperation in the 
various fields in accordance 
with agreements to be 
reached later." 

The King said the treaty- 
“has affirmed the compre- 
hensiveness of peace on all 
fronts, and that it should be 
just and sustainable.” 

“It has also highlighted 
Jordan’s distinguished role . 
and its sigiuflcant and central 
location in the remon." he 
said, addSng that tiie treaty 
.“will enable Jordan to tackle 
hs basic problems, particular- 
ly those of poverty, unem- 
ployment, water and electric- 
ity." 

The King said the treaty, 
which is scheduled to be 
signed on Wednesday in a 
ceremony in the south on the

The lAF suffered 
anotiier defeat later on in 
the opening session, when 
its canefldate for the first 
deputy Speaker, Abdul 
R^iim Al Akour, lost to 
National Action Front 
leader Abdul Hadi Majali. 

Mr. Majali (Karak), who 
is a former anny chief of 
staff and amba^dor to 
Washington, won in a 
second round of balloting, 
receiving 42 votes com- 
pared to the 34 Mr. Akour 
won. Id the first round, 
neither of the candidates 
receiv^ the 41 votes re- 
quired, with Mr. Majali 
winning 36 votes compared 
to the 39 Mr. Akour re- 
ceived. 

Dr. Tbeishat, who is also 
a former minister and a 
supporter of the peace pro- 
cess, had relied on the 
bad^g of a group of 13 
independent d^uties and 
the support of other inde- 
pendents in addition to the 
lAF’s. 

Immediately after assum- 
ing the qteakership of the 
House, w. Srour said he 
would fulfill his responsibi- 
lities in compliance with 
the Constitution, the prin- 
dples of democracy and the 
National Charter. 

Mr. Srour also made 
dear his support for the 
peace process which he de- 
scribed as a strategic choice 
for Jordan and pledged • 
allegiance to His Majesty 
King Hussein “who is lead- 
ing us to a bright future and 
to the making of history.” 

“The efforts of His 
Majesty were crowned by a 

draft treaty that meets all 
Jordanian conditions and 
demands,” Mr. Srour said. 

But Mr. Srour threw 
enou^ emphasis on his 
support for democracy ud 
aceeptanee of pluralism 
and opposing points of 
view. 


“I will be the mouthpiece 
of every one of you in truth 
and I mil be the arm of 
each one of you bi achiev- 
ii^ justice,” Mr. Srour toiid 
his colleagues. 

Mr. Srour described the 
Jordanian society as one of 
the closest sodeties to true 
Islam, urging his colleagues 
to prtkect Jordan and ”im- 
provy coordination” among 
the three branches of gov- 
ernment while safeguard- 
ing the independence of the 
legislative branch and the 
judiciary. 

‘'The fourth estate, the 
press.” he said, should also 
be ^owed to maintain its 
freedom to practise its role 
with professionalism and 
responsibility. 

The new House speaker 
also called for maintaining 
national uni^ and coher- 
ence at a time when, be 
s^, they are being tain- 
ted by many who 
harm for the country. 

‘'Across the river, we 
look to foe unity of blood, 
history, geo^phy and in- 
terests," said Mr. Srour, 
emphasising the sacrifices 
which he said Jordan made 
for the Palestinian cause. 

Mr. Srour al^ called for 
improved inter-Arab rela- 
tions, saying foe House has 
enou^ credibility to work 
out a parliamentary 
mechanism for working to 
end Arab differences. 

lAJF members, who had 
argued that the speaker of 
the House should come 
ft^ their ranks because 
they are foe largest bloc in 
the legislature, said they 
accepted the deiasion of the 

majority and will work with 
Mr. Srour as long as he 
upholds democratic values. 

“We will cooperate with 
(Mr. Srour) in every way 
possible as long as he 
abides by democratic 
values. He is one of us.” 
lAF spokesman Hamzeh

Lawzi urges Senate to prepare for peace 


AMMAN (Petra) — The 
speaker of foe Upper House 
of Parliament (Senate), 
Ahmad Al Lawzi. said Satur- 
day Jordan had embarked on 
a new phase in its history with 
the signing of foe peace trea- 
I ty with Israel to end the 
I conflict in the r^on. 

The new stage requires 
from Parliament to realise 
the fer-reaching dimensions 
of {xace and embark on mod- 
ernising the state through the 


modernisation of its laws and 
legislation,” Mr. Lawzi said. 
P^iament should promote 
the work of state institutions 
and mobilise the people's 
potentials towards acbiiving 
development and ensuring an 
investment climate foat 
would cater to the Kingdom’s 
needs at all levels,” he said in 
an address delivered to the 
Senate, which met after His 
Majesty King Hussein had 
delivered foe speech from foe 


Throne opening Parliament. 

“Under the Hashemite 
leadership Jordan would play 
a more essential and promin- 
ent role in foe coming peace 
era and in light of the 
ongoing developments at the 
regional and international 
levels,” Mr. Lawzi said. 

The new parliamentary 
session assumes importance 
in view of the peace treaty 
with Israel which has put an 
end to half a century of wars 


sufferings and hostilities, Mr. 
Lawzi said, stressing that the 
peace treaty would ensure 
the return of the Jordanian 
rights in land and water re- 
sources. 

The Senate ended Satur- 
day's session by electing a 
committee to prepare the re- 
ply to the spWch from the 
Throne.

Opponents and proponents of peace 
accord draw clear lines in Parliament

AMMAN — The Lower 
House of Parliament on 
Satur^y gave a clear in- 
dication of where the 
majority of its members 
stand on the peace process 
in the first meeting of its 
second ordinary session by 
defeating two bids by the 
Islamists to assume lead- 
ership positions at the 
legislature and electing a 
pro-peace speaker. 

So did the House's 
minority make clear the 
hardline ptriicy it will fol- 
low in the four-month ses- 
sion, when rix members of 
the Islamic Action Front 
(IAF1 boycotted the open- 
ing session which was 
opened by His Majesty 
King Hussein. 

All indications are that 

foe various political shades 
in foe le^slature are head- 
ing for a tough confronta- 
tion wer the peace process 
though parliamentary 
sources ^y that foe peace 

proponents will have the 
upper hand. 

'nie election of centrist 
Deputy Sa'd Hayel Srour 
as speaker of the House is a 
victory for the Mmrisc 
trend which b the domi- 


nant power in foe legisla- 
ture. influentiaJ Deputy 
Abdul Kareem Kabariti 
(Aqaba) said. 

And foe absence of six 
deputies from the opening 
session was definitely "con- 
nected to the peace pro- 
cess," lAF spokesman 
Hamzeh Mansour, who 
was among the absent law- 
makers, told the Jordan 
Times. 

"Those who attended the 
session studied their deci- 
sion. Those who did not 
also studied their deci- 
sion,” he said.

Islamist lawmakers, who 
were also kept away From 
the position of the first 
deputy speaker, with their 
candidate losing to the 
head of centrist and pro- 
peace Al Ahd Pa^, Abdul 
Hadi Al Majali, seemed 
aware of their inability to 
influence the position of 
the House but stressed that 
this will not stop them from 
“fighting the peace treaty 
with all the power we 
have.” 

Parliamentary sources 
say the opponents of the 
peace process, who include 
some leftist and pan- 
Arabist deputies in addi- 


tion to the lAF. will be able 
to cause the government a 
lot of headache but will not 
be able to block the peace 
treaty. 

The sources say that the 
peace treaty will be 
approved by 55^ deputies 
when the government pre- 
sents it to Parliament for 
ratification as a draft law. 
But they say foe ratification 
will not take place before , 
foe Islamists launch vini- 
ient attacks against it. 

The attacks wll be meant 
to state a position rather 
than change the course of 
events, analysts say. Parlia- 
ment will' provide the 
Islamists with a forum in 
which they can speak as 
strongly as they could 
against the peace process 
after a long period in which 
they said the government 
blocked their views from 
reaching foe people, they 
said. 

Mr. Mansour agrees that. 
Parliament will “provide a 
very good opportunity" for 

the TaF to express its 
views. 

"We will employ all con- 
stitutional and democratic 
means to fight the treaty," 
Mr. Mansour said, adding 
that Parliament will be only 
one of Che arenas in which 
they will launch their cam- 


paign against the treaty. 

But if the government 
"denies us the democratic 
channels for expressing our 
position, all our options 
will be open,” he said. 

These options, according 
to Mr. Mansour and other 
Islamist leaders, include • 
withdrawal from Parlia- 

"The democratic process 
has been reversed to 
dangerous proportions,” 
contended Mr. Mansour. 
warning that if the govern- 
ment tries to “encroach 
more on the democratic 
process," foe Islamists will 
respond through all avail- 
able means. 

"We will fight the treaty 
in Parliament, as a party 
and on the people's level.” 
he said. 

Though the legislature 
will not include the crean- 
on its agenda until it i's 
formally presented to it by 
the government, the lAF 
deputies have shown 
enough signs that the peace 
process is their major prior- 
ity at the current session of 
the House. 

When Mr. Srour spoke 
of the peace treaty during 
his victory speech Sanir* 
day, lAF Deputy Bassam 
.Omoush, (Zarqa) im-

mediately took the floor 
and demanded that the 
speaker not mention the 
treaty. 

lAF leaders say that 
while they will do every- 
thing they can to block the 
ratihcation of the treaty, 
their focus will also be on 
fighting legislation that will 
be necessitated by it in the 
future. 

That includes any legisla- 
tion to make it ille gal to 
S]^k of Arab rights in 
historical Palestine, a fear 
that lAF hawkish member 
Hamm am Said believes is 
realistic. 

Countering the Islamists 
will be those centrist de- 
puties who will inrist that 
the treaty serves the in- 
terests of the Kingdom and - 
falls in line with its declared 
stands and principles. 

Those deputies will argue

the Kingdom's demands for 
its rights in land and water 
and was reached after the 
Palestinians went their own 
way in negotiating peace 
wim Israel. 

Mr. Srour emphasised 
this point Saturday when 
he said Jordan has ^ven all 
the support it could give to 
the Pdestinians and noted 
the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation's choice to act 
as the only representative 
of the Palestinian people 
and negotiate with Israel 
on its own. 

Being the majority in the 
House as the election of the 
speaker and his deputies 
proved Saturday, those de- 
puties will have their view 
prevail and the government 
can sit relaxed that the 
treaty mil be ratified, par- 
liamentary sources said. 

One opinion in the 
House was that opposition 
of the Islamists could be 


reduced by brining them 
into the sytem thioi^ ^v- 
ing them leader^p posi- 
dons in the House in order 
to remove the filing that 
th^ are m^nalised. But 
this N^ew dia not seem to 
carry enough weight as the 
elections for the deputy 
speaker in fact showed. 

At any rate, “there will 
be no hurdles in the face of 
ratifying the treaty," said 
Mr. Kabariti. 

Until that happens, 
however, indications are 
that other duties of the 
House will take a back 
seat. The Idamists will try 
to prolong the debate as 
long as they can. The pro- 
peace deputies will try to 
shorten it as much as they 
can. With a majority of 
treaty supporters who have 
the speaker on their side, 
the centrists stand a good 
chance to prevail.

Any relinquishing of the 
Hashemite role in Jerusalem, 
the King said, would lead to a 
vacuum that could “cause the 
loss of these holy sites and 
tampering with the immortal 
heritage of this nation." 

“Jerusalem will continue to 
be the most precious place 
and the jewel of peace," said 
the King. “Our relationship 
with Jerusalem will continue 


to be larger than imagined by 
those who do not know oiu 
history in the Holy Gty. It is 
a relationship based on the 
feith, proph^, history and 
martyrdom." 

On the internal front, the 
King pledged to continue the 
democratisation process 
under way in tiie Kingdom. 
‘The foundations of this pro- 
cess are stron^y laid on the 
principles of ri^t, freedom 
and Justice. It is also based on 
pluralism and the respect of 
all opinions, free from fana- 
ticism, extremism or inflex- 
ibility.” 

The King said tiie govern- 
ment had focused on ensur- 
ing the rule of tiie law and ■ 
justice for the people and 
supporting the Amed Forces 
and security d^jartmeiits. 

He reaffinned the govern- 
ment’s supp<M for the courts 
of law and judges, ensuring 
their independrace. 

The King, the Supreme 
Commander of the Armed 
Forces, pledged that die gov- 
ernment would provide the 
Armed Forces and security 
departments with the “means . 
to develop their capabilities 
and competence commensu- 
rate with the accelerating de- 
velopments in the world.”.

King Hassan II pledges full 
ties with Israel in the future 


TEL AVTV (Agencies) — 
King Hassan II of Morocco 
pledged Friday in his first 
interview with the Israeli 
media that Israel and Moroc- 
co would in the future enjoy 
full diplomatic ties. 

Speaking in Arabic, he told 
Israeli Television: “There is 
no doubt that the path to 
peace that we have taken will 
end with a normalisation of 
relations between Israel and 
Morocco. 

“But I cannot give a pre- 
cise timescale. To preserve its 
central role in the peace pro- 
cess, Morocco must not rush' 
the stages.

own time." 

“But when the time comes, 
and I ask that it comes as 
quickly as possible, I will visit 
it." 

“I am ready to listen to any 
proposal, any vision which 
will allow us to solve the 
problem of Jerusalem, taking 
into consideration equality 
between the religions and 
sensitive points." King Has- 
san II said, adding that the 
time to tackle the Jerusalem 
question was at the end of the 
peace process. 

He also condemned the Tel 
Aviv suicide bombing on 
Wednesday which killed 2Z 
people, including the Hamas 
bomber. 

“The attack was not a sur- 
prise. Peace is the goal of the 
most noble. 1 knew it would 
'come up against obstacles. 
Innocents have paid the 
price. 

“It is a crime not only 
against the innocents but also 
against peace: The Arabs 
have to be given back what 
belongs to them and allow 
Israefto live in security.” 

The king also warmly 
addressed the 600.(XK) Israelis 
of Moroccan origin living in 
Israel saying he continued to 
think of them as “Moroccan 
citizens in everything.” 

“We vrill never stop a 
Moroccan Jew from visiting 
his family or from praying at 
the tomb of his fathers.'' 


Three months of negotia- 
tions were needed to bring 
about the interview which 
was filmed in Rabat with a 
large number of the king's 
ministers and advisors taking 
part. 

Since the start of diploma- 
tic ties, thousands of Moroc- 
can Jews have taken advan- 
tage of the opening of the 
borders to return to their 
birthplace. 

The broadcast was another 
sign of the Arab world's 
growing acceptance of Israel 
after the signing of the auton- 
omy accord with the Palesti- 
nians and the draft peace 
agreement with Jordan. 

“I will. say that if not for 
the peace process. I would 
not have had this opportunity 
to talk to the Israelis... it was. 
the peace, or peace process 
that opened this channel to 
us," King Hassan said. 

“We will continue on this 
path so. that there will Ik no 
need for television,” added 
the king.' who assured Israelis 
who immigrated from Moroc- 
co that their Moroccan 
citizenship remained intact. 

King Hassan's appearance 
was greeted warmly and with . 
enthusiasm by Israelis of 
Moroccan descent. 

T am very proud and hap- 
py that the king spoke in 
such a respectful, sensitive 
and warm manner, and it is 
not secret that he stood for a 
long time behind all the poli- 



tical contacts between us and 
Arabs," said Shlomo Bar. a 
musician who has cham- 
pioned the cause of 
Moroccan-descended Jevss. 

Israel TV's Yaarl pre- 
sented the king with a book 
of photography showing pic- 
tures of the holy sites in 
Jerusalem taken from the air. 

King Hassan. who heads 
the Organisation of Islamic 
Conference's' Committee on 
Jerusalem paged through the:

Israeli media has specu- 
lated that King Has&an de- 
cided on the joint liaison 
offices to assure himself a 
role in deiermining the future 
of the Muslim holy places in 
Jerusalem. 

Morocco is also planning to 
host a Middle East economic 
cooperation conference in 
October with the participa- 
tion of most countries in the 
region, including Israel, and 
thousands of companies. 


Some Hamas money coming from the U.S.

SOME MONEY that bank- 
rolls Hamas' militant cam- 
paign against Israel comes 
from a network of sympathis- 
ers in the United States, 
American officials say. 

But while the Israeli gov- 
ernment deems the fundrais- 
ing a threat — and has 
plMged to cut it off at the 
sources — law enforcement 
authorities doubt the money 
provides the movement's life- 
line or goes to its most mili- 
tant activists. 

It is more likely that 
Hamas’ financing originates 
with religious foundations in 
Saudi Arabia and the Iranian 
government, both eager to 
see a further erosion of sup- 
port for the group’s secular 
rival, Yasser Arafat's Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO). 
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U.S. officials say other 
sources include fundamental- 
ist groups in Egypt, Sudan 
and Jordan, which share 
Hamas’ rejection of peace- 
making with Israel. 

The question of Hamas' 
.funding arose Thursday when 
Police Minister Moshe Shah- 
al said Israel would try to 
block donations to Hamas 
from the United States, Bri- 
tain, Iran and other coun- 
tries, following the bus 
bomUng in Tel Aviv that 
kili^ 21 people. 

Mr. Sh^al said American 
charities for Hamas were cen- 
tred in Chicago and Texas, 
but gave no other detail. 

In Washington, Attorney 
General Janet Reno said the 
FBI would “take appropriate 
action based on any efforts to 
fiind terrorism." She did not 
elaborate.

Malcolm Hoenlein, the ex- 
ecutive vice president of the 
Conference of Efresidents of 
Major American Jewish

Israeli Consul General 
Colette Avital told a news 
conference in New York on 
Wedne^ay that since 1987 
feraeli intelligence was aware 
of Hamas members in New 
York and Chicago and had 
informed U.S. authorities. 

U.S. Representative 
Charles Schumer, addressing a 
r^ly Wednesday by Jewish 
■organisations outside the Ira- 
nian mission to the United 
Nations, said Hamas suppor- 
ters in the United States 
could face up to 10 years in 
prison under the new federal 
anti-crime aa if they kno- 
wingly fund or train members 
of “terrorist" organisations. 

But Sabri Ibrahim, a 
spokesman for the Council of 


Islamic Organisations of 
Greater Chic^o, said Thurs- 
day that Muslims were being 
defamed by unfounded 
allegations from Israel and 
bia^ U.S. news reports. 

“I don’t know anything ab- 
out any Muslim organisation 
that sends money for any 
violent acts in the Middle 
East, and I know our or^- 
nisations,” Mr. Ibrahim said. 
His group includes more than 
40 Muslim organisations in 
the Chicago area, represent- 
ing more than 200,000 of the 
area’s 300,000 Muslims. 

“The American media 
have just taken the state- 
ments of the Israelis and they 
are putting them at the begin- 
ning of every newscast,” he' 
said. “They are defaming 
Muslims, showing them as 
terrorists, as violent people, 
showing them in every bad 
way.” 


Abu Nidal sentenced in absentia 

ROME (R) — A Rome court on Friday sentenced 
extremist Palestinian guerrilla leader Abu Nidal in his 
absence to six years in prison in connection with attacks in 
Rome in the 1980s, judicial sources said. Abu Nidal, whose 
real name in &bri A1 Banna, was at the time the head of 
the Fateh Revolutionary Council (FRC). He was one of 
seven people the court convicted of complicity in guerrilla 
attacks in Italy in the 1980s. Five people, induding an 
Italian, were acquitted. Nearly all of them were tried in 
their absence. Abu Nidal was convicted of having been one 
of the masterminds behind the attacks. One was a grenade 
attack against tourists at the Cafe de Paris on Rome's 
crowded Via Veneto on Sept. 16. 1985 which injured some 
40 people. Another attack for which members of Abu 
Nidal's group were convicted at the trial was the shooting 
of a diplomat from the United Arab Emirates in Rome in 
October 1984. 

Turkish researehers says smuggled uranium not enriched ' 

ISTANBUL (AP) — The head of a Turkish nuclear 
research centre on Friday denied that uranium recently 
seized from an Azerbaijani could be turned into an atom 
bomb. Undercover police agents Wednesday seized 750 
grammes of uranium and arrested the Azerbaijani who 
tried to sell it to them for $60,000. Professor Fahir Borak, 
the head of Istanbul's Cekmece nuclear research centre, 
-said it was natural uranium with a market value of about 
$30. The semi-official Anatolia news agency had repiorted ' 
Thursday that- Mr. Borak's centre had .identifi<^ the . 
material as enriched U-238. a- type used in nuclear 
weapons. Accordinj^ to Mr. Borak there have been about a ^ 
dozen similar cases in the past year. “In none of the cases 
was it enriched uranium. It was found to be either natural 
or depleted uranium with almost no market value," Mr. 
Borak told the Associated Press. 

Hungary protests attacks on diplomats in Iran 

BUDAPEST (R) — Hungary has voiced concern to Iran 
over the safety of its diplomats in Tehran after a string of 
recent crimes which left one woman dead and a man 
seriously hurt, the Foreign Ministry said on Friday. A 
ministry statement carried by the MTl news agency said the 
attacks were disrupting the work of the Hungarian mission. 
Tlie house of Hungary's consul in Tehran was burgled on 
Wednesday, three weeks after the charge d'affaires was 
robb^.

Icon of Virgin Mary welcomes in Cyprus 

LARNACA (AP) — A revered icon of the Virgin Mary 
was welcom^ with the pomp and ceremony usually 
accorded to a visiting head of state when it arrived Friday 
from Mount Athos, in Greece. Greek Orthodox 
Archbishop Chrysostomos and President Glafcos Clmdes, 
as well as bishops, cabinet ministers and hundreds of 
citizens were at the airport to welcome the holy relic. A 
military band played the national anthem and a guard of 
honour presented arms as the gold-braided icon was carried 
on a spraal trestle along a red carpet from the plane to the 
aiiport VIP lounge. The arrival of the icon, depicting the 
Virgin with the infant Christ in her arms, was reported live 
by Cyprus radio and television stations. This is only the 
fourth time in over one thousand years that the relic has 
been taken on a visit outside the borders of the auton- 
omous monastic community of Mount Athos in northern 
Greece. Thousands of Greek Cypriots are expected to pay 
homage to the icon during its llMay visit, and pray to the 
Virgin for the end of Turkey's occupation of the island’s 
noi^em third. 

France cracks down on ‘illegal’ Algerians 

PARIS (R) — France and Algeria have signed a confiden- 
tial agreement making it easier for French authorities to 
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expel illegal Algerian immigrants, the newspaper Le . 
Monde said on Fridav. Government officials confipmed an r 
accord had been signed on the subject earlier. this year. * 
"This accord does exist. These are technical agreements ■ 
which we sign with a great number of countri» and ^ey ^ . 
are never published,” a spokesman for the foreign mmisny r 
said. Another official would not go into the details of the 
text but he confirmed that the aim was, as Le M onde 
reported, to make explosion from France an easier process. 

Le Monde said the agreement closed a loophole 'Under 
which would-be immigrants who hid their identity papers 
or lied about their nationality could avdid explosion orders. , 
Algerian authorities had accepted individuals, expelled i 
from France only if both their identity and Alge^ , 
nationality was established within a lO-day legal deadline. !

Restoration of water 
rights is no licence to 
waste — Sqour 


AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan’s 
restoration of its water rights, 
as stipulated in the peace 
treaty to be signed by Jordan 
and Israel Wednesday, does 
not mean that water con- 
sumption can go on uncheck- 
ed said Minister of Social 
Development Mohammad 
Sqour Saturday. 

On the contrary. Dr. Sqour 
added, Jordan is in need of 
all the water from its diffe- 
rent sources as well as people 
who can guide others in eco- 
nomising on its consumption 
for agricultural, industrial 
and domestic purposes. 

Dr. Sqour was speaking at 
the opening session of a 
Ministry ofWater and Irriga- 
tion seminar on the role of 
women in water conservation 
efforts in the country. 

According to the Minister, 
the role of women in guiding 
household members in the 
economic use of water in the 
home is essential to national 
efforts to protect the coun- 
try's meagre water resources. 

The tinee-day seminar was 
organised in cooperation with 
the General Federation of 
Jordanian Women (GFJW) 
and the Jordanian Sodety for 
tbe Control of Environmen- 
tal Pollution (JSCEP) as well 
as the U.S. Agency for Inter- 
national Development 
(USAID). 

Also addressing the semi- 
nar. Jihan Rifai, deputy 
chairman of the GFJW, dis- 
cussed the need for women to 
take a vital part in saving 
water. 

The seminar aims at 
spreading public awareness 
and in promoting the role of 
women in water conservation 
efforts and protection of wa- 
ter resources from pollution, 
said Mrs. Rifai. 

JSCEP Deputy Chairman 
Mohammad Masalha said the 
various government institu- 
tions should suppon en-

Ministry of Water and 
Irrigation Secretary General

Jordan, Israel work on details 
for Jordanians to visit Israel

AMM.AN — Jordan and 
Israel are working out details 
of arrangements 'and proce- 
dures for Jordanians wishing 
to visit Israel, official sources 
said Saturday. 

“Detailed arrangements 
are being worked out for 
Jordanians wishing to travel 
to Israel.” said one official. 
“I believe their passports 
would not be stamped during 
the initial phase.” 

Jordan has agreed to allow 
about 550 Israeli visitors a 
day to cross over into the 
Kingdom as of Nov. 1 in a tem- 
porary measure until di- 
plomatic relations are estab- 
lished. the sources said. 

Jordanian and Israeli 
negotiators, who discussed 
opening the borders to each 
other until the last ^y of 
peace talks in Aqaba on 
Thursday, had ironed out dif- 
ferences over details of the 


arrangements. 

While Jordan initially said 
it would allow up to 100 
Israeli visitors daily until full 
diplomatic relations were 
established, Israeli delegates 
negotiated a larger number, 
especially in light of Israel's 
permitting of an unrestricted 
number of Jordanian citizens 
to visit the Jewish state, the 
sources said. 

Speaking on condition of 
anonymity, a peace nego- 
tiator told the Jordan Times 
that the two sides had finally 
agreed to ' allow up to 3Sb 
Israelis to cross into Jordan' 
from the northern border 
west of Irbid. which is not 
due to open until the second 
week of next month, and 200 
from the Aqaba-Eilat cros- 
sing in the south. 

The sources said that Israel 
had wanted the borders 
opened to each other's 
citizens before Nov. 1, but 
that due to technical condi- 
tions. this was not possible 


since the northern border, a 
bridge on the Yarmouk Riv- 
er, would not be ready by 
that time. 

“It also takes time for the 
travel agents to process the 
paperwork for the visa ap- 
plications.” the negotiator 
said, adding that the number 
of visitors was flexible and 
could be changed once di- 
plomatic missions were estab- 
lished in Amman and Tel 
Aviv where the visa af^lications 
would be processed.

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■Rwandan Hutu military chief 
warns of new civil war 


GOMA, Zaire (AFP) —The 
chief of Rwanda's defeated 
Hutu army warned Saturday 
that his refugee troops were 
ready to restart the civil war 
if the Rwandan Patriotic 
I^nt(EU’F)>appointed Kiga- 
li regime snubbed proposals 
for a power-sharing govern- 
ment. 

‘Tt is important to know 
titat if the RPF continues to 
refuse negotiatioiis. we will 
attack,” Major General Au- 
gustin Bizimungu said in an 
interview with AFP in this 
eastern border town. 

“It is ;x)S5ibIe there will be 
another avil war,” Gen. Bizi- 
mungu said. ”Do you think 
we want to stay forever in 
Zaire?” 

The 41-year-old general is 
regarded as instrumental in 
any agreement on the return 
of the hundreds of thousands 
of Hutu refugees encamped 
around Rwanda's borders. 

He refused to be drawn on 
whether his army was prepar- 
ing for conventional or guer- 
rilla wari^e should negotia- 
tions not get off the ground. 

“Thar is not important,” 
Gen. Bizimungu said. ”What 
is important is that there will 
be an action from the army.” 

In an earlier interview 
here, the head of Rwanda’s 
former ruling party. Matthieu 
Nginunpatse, said the Hutu 
troops are being transformed 
from a conventional force 
into a guerrilla army. 

Mr. Ngirumpatse, presi- 
dent of the' MRND, the 
National Republican Move- 
ment for Development and 


Democracy, claimed his par- 
ty had the support of most of 
the estimated 820,000 re- 
fugees crammed into six 
squalid refugee camps 
around here and was "strong 
enough” to launch an armed 
offensive. 

Mr. Nginimpatse’s name, 
like that of Gen. Bizimun- 
^'s, is on an international 
list of Hutu leaders accused 
of genocide. 

”lf we tell the people to go 
back shooting, they will do 
it,” he said. 

Gen. Bizimungu, too. 
claimed support from the 
Hutu refugees, many of them 
already mass murderers, 
saying he could call on 
”200,000 men” from the 
camps to join what he says is a 
troop strength of 20,000. 
Other estimates put the num- 
ber as high as 40,000 — in an 
offensive on Kigali. 

”We have to do something 
to get our country back,” the 
general said. 

Acknowledging that a Un- 
ited Nations ban on the sale 
of weapons to the MRND 
had left his army of around 

20,000 men underequipped, 
Gen. Gizimungu said he still 
had enough weaponry to 
mount an attack. 

“We have left aims (hid- 
den) in Rwanda.” Gen. Bizi- 
mungu said. “We have 
enou^ equipment theie.” 

According to international 
aid workers, ousted Rwan- 
dan Prime Minister Jean 
Kambanda was greeted with 
shouts of “we want war'* 
when he paid a secret visit to 


Kibumba refugee camp near 
here Hiursday. 

’ U.N. High Commissioner 
for Refugees (UNHCR) offi-, 
dais, meanwhile, report in-' 
creasing clandestine military 
training in the r^gee camps, 
whidi also house 30,000 to 

40.000 Hutu soldiers. 

llie ofRdals also note with 
concern that key figures in 
the ousted Hutu re^me have 
taken control of fotxl dis- 
tribution and security in the 
powderkeg camps, and re- 
port a general ^terioration 
in the security situation. 

They fear that relief food 
supplies are being inter- 
cepted by Hutu soldiers and 
stockpiled in readiness for an 
offensive into Rwanda. 

The ofRdals also say that 
bands of youths, thought to 
be members of the MRND's 
Interahamwe militias which 
carried out most of the mas- 
sacres in Rwanda between 
April and July, are in- 
creasingly taking to the 
streets of the camps bran- 
dishing machetes, the 
weapons used to hack to 
deafo hundreds of thousands 
of men, women, children and 
babies. 

Ethnic bloodletting which 
erupted followng the death 
of Rwandan President Juven- 
al Habyarimana in a suspi- 
dous plane crash on April 6 
claimed the lives of up to one 
million of Rwanda's 7.9 mil- 
lion population. 

Several million Hutus. in- 
duding MRND ministers and 
ofRdab, fled to neighbouring 
countries when the minority 


Tutsi forces routed the In- 
terhamwe militias and Hutu 
troops. 

*' Both Nginimpats and Bizi- 
mungu stressed that they 
would prefer a negotiated 
settlement which would re- 
sult in a power-sharing gov- 
ernment. 

Both men said they would 
^ve the RPF and the interna- 
tional community “enough 
time” to set up a negotiating 
forum, but both rel^d to 
spedfy the period they envis- 
aged. 

‘ ”It is not necessary to re- 
veal the prom'amine of the 
army,” Gen. Bizimungu said. 

Meanwhile, an estimated 

15,000 refugees have fled 
ftom northwest Burundi to 
Zaire in the past 10 days to 
escape clashes between 
Burundi troops and gunmen, 
the U.N. food agency said 
Saturday. 

Gemmo Lodesani, Burun- 
di representative for the 
World Food Programme 
(WFP), told Reuters the re- 
fugees fled from Cibitoke 
province, where ofRdals say 
at least TS dvilians were kii- 
in lighting between the 
Tutsi-dominated army and 
extremist Hutu gunmen. 

They say the attackers are 
gunmen of the outlawed Par- 
ty for the Liberation of the 
Hutu People (Palipehutu) 
buy the military says Hutus 
from the defeated army in 
neighbouring Rwanda are 
also involved. 

Burundi has the same 
ethnic makeup as Rwanda.

35 de- 
puties will form a permanent- 
ly sitting lower chamber to 
draft laws. The upper house 
of 75 deputies will meet twice 
a year to approve them. 

Another amendment "will 
allow changes to the constiti^ 
tion through referendum as 
well as throii^ parliamen- 


tary dedsion as at present. 

The existing parliament, 
which was elected under 
Soviet rule in 1990 and is 
heavily hostile to Mr. 
Akayev, has failed to get 
enough votes to block his 
deciaon to ^1 the referen- 
dum b^use of a boycott by 
deputies supporting the presi- 
dent. 

There appears to be little 
doubt that both amendments 
to the constitution which Mr. 
Akayev had put to referen- 
duih would be passed i- 
mosUy becajuse of his person- 
al populari^.

The whole front yard was full 
of people.” said Elizabeth 
Dole, president of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross. “’That prob- 
ably happens everywhere she 
goes.” 

Princess Diana, whose 
shattered marriage to the 
Prince of Wales is front page 
news in Britain, smiled for 
the cameras. “She's a very 
gracious person,” Mrs. Dole 
said. 

The buildup of people 
staned Friday with a handflil 
of photographers who fol- 
lowed the princess' car. It 
quickly grew to several 
dozen, mostly belonging to 
the media. 

It also included about 20 
preschool children from a 
day-care centre, who hap- 


pened by during a walk and 
waited a half hour to see a 
real princess. 

When she came out, the 
tots waved, the princess 
waved, and she got in a big 
car and rode away. 

“We were a little dis- 
appointed she didn't come 
over and talk to the children, 
but given her experiences of 
late with the press, 1 can 
understand why," said 
Christine Wauls, difeaor of 
Small Savers, which tends 
children of federal banking 
regulators. 

Dodging reporters has be- 
come a prionty for Princess 
Diana after numerous embv- 
rassments in her personal life 
and stories about them.

Mr. Dhlakama said he was 
satisfled with pledges by fore- 
ign observers to examine his 
movement's fears of electoral 
fraud. 

Mr. Dhlakama has pro- 
voked unease with ambi- 
guous remarks that only 
fraud could cost him victory 
when 6.5 million voters go to 
the polls in the first pluralist 
test of .the Frelimo party, 
which has governed the im- 
poverished southern African 
country. 

After meeting the diplo- 
mats, Mr. Dhidcama drove 
to his final Maputo campaign 
rally, where hundreds of sup- 
porters wearing clothes 
emblazoned with his portrait 
turned out to cheer him.

Bridge collapse stirs uproar in Seoul 


SEOUL (R) — 'Ilie collapse 
of a blithe in central SmuI 
which Idl^ at least 32 peo- 
ple unleashed uproar over 
President Kim Young-Sam's 
policies on Saturday with 
members of i»iliament, the 
media and en^neers warning 
of more dismters. 

Military and police frog- 
men callkl off their search 
operations for the day after 
combing the bed of the Han 
River for 10 hours witirout 
finding any more bodies. 

They recovered 32 bodies 
Frid^ after a central »an of 
the Songsn Bridge pluDged 
into the river, talmg wifo it 
cars, vans and a folly-loaded 
bus. Helicopters pludced 17 
people from the water to 
safety. 

“National crisis,” declared 
a headline in the influential 
Dong-A Ilbo newspaper. 
“Broken bridge, the collapse 
of national management,” 
said another newspaper 
headline. 

The collapse of the four- 
lane bridge in the morning 
rush hour is the latest in a 
string of embarrassments to 
Mr. Kim’s cabinet since he 
came to ofGce in February 
last year. 

The government's secori^ 
capabilraes were questioned, 
after a series of ^isly mur- 
ders and after two army offic- 
ers deserted in protest at lack 
of discipline in dfe'in£alitary. 

The administration's di- 
pl(Mnacy was ciitidsed after 
Seoul supported Washing- 
ton's deal this week wiffi 
North Korea to delay outside 
inspection of the No^'s key 
nuclear facilities for five 


years despite earlier demands 
for immediate diecks. 

A corruption scandal in- 
volving tax officers has mar- 
red reforms in wliidi priority 
was given to ending cormp- 
tion. 

“We live in a country 
where you cannot walk 
around at ni^t, cannot pay 
tax properly and cannot even 
cross a bridge safely,” said 
spokesman Park Ji-Won of 
the main opposition Demo- 
cratic Pa^. 

Investigators Saturday 
found rustic, broken hinges 
joming steel trussess si^port- 
ing the bridge and said the 
collapse appeared to have 
been caus^ by the break-up 
of the hinges. 

Commentators noted that 
only last week questions were 
rai^ in parfaament about 
the safety of the Songsu and 
many other bridges over the 
Han River that bisects Seoul, 
borne to more tiian 12 millioa 
people. 

Mr. Kim Friday fired Seoul 
Mayor Lee Won-Jong who 
said during the parliamentary 
hearings there was no danger 
of safety-related disasters on 
or over the river. Urgent 
checks of other bridges were 
ordered. 

State television re- 

peatedly showed cracks on 
several other Seoul bridges 
and dvfl engineers warned 
there migjxt-be more disasters 
unless action was taken im- 
mediately. 

Kim Sun-Won, executive 
managing director at 
Woosung engineering, said 
many of 17 Han River 
bridges were designed for 


vehicles no heavier than 33 
tonnes but overloaded tm^ 
were not stopped from using 
the bridges. 

“Rules are not arolied in 
our country and sudden ine- 
gnlarities and accidents are 
bound to take place in sndi a 
state,” said opposition Mem- 
ber of Parliament Chang Ki- 
Wook. 

Gty officials said repairs to 
the bridge had been sche- 
duled for Thuisday but were 
postponed dne to bad weath- 
er. 

The fdllomiig morning, 
when it was open for bu^ 
traffic, the disaster occurred 
vriien a 48-metre (160-fbot) 
central section of the steel- 
girdered bridge suddenly 
sheared from the main struc- 
ture and fell into the Han. 

Opposition leader Lee Kir 
Taek urged rerignations by 
all cabinet ministers and an 
apology by the president, 
attaddng foe ad min istration 
of tr^ng to avmd responsibii- 
ity. 

“To achieve politics of re- 
sponsibility, foe president 
will have to carry out a thor- 
ough cabinet reshuffle and 
arrest the Seoul mayor and 
related Interior hfinistry offi- 
cials,” \fr. Lee told a news 
corrfneiice Friday. 

A presidential ^kesman 
said l^me Minister Lee 
Yung-Dug bad offered to res- 
ign over foe collapse, but Mr.

Quayle forms presidential campaign conunittee 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In 
the strongest sign yet he will 
run for president in 1996, 
former Vice President Dan 
Quayle has created a pres- 
idential exploratory commit- 
tee with $100,000 left over 
from his old Senate campaign 
account. 

Because he hasn't formally 
regstered as a candidate, Mr. 
Quayle has not filed any re- 
cords with foe Federal Elec- 
tion Commission detailing 
the new committee, which 
can spend money to test the 
political waters. 

But his former Senate cam- 
paign account, which Mr. 
(^ayle recently converted 
into a political action com- 
mittee (PAC) called “issues 
'94,” reported to the commis- 
sion this week that it transfer- 


red S100,0(X) on Sept. 20 to 
the “Dan Quayle Explora- 
tory Committee.” 

'The exploratoiy committee 
and the PAC list^ foe same 
address in Indianapolis. 

William R. Neale, a close 
Quayle associate and treasur- 
er for his new PAC, said 
observers should not read too 
much into the creation of the 
committee. 

“It's not doing anything 
yet. He has just set aside the 
money in the event that he 
decides to pursue federal 
office so he can comply wifo 
all the applicable FE(2 rules,” 
Mr. Neale said. 

Mr. Neale said be believes 
Mr. Quayle won't make a 
final decision until 1995. 

But Mr. Quayle has made 
no secret of his aspirations to 


return to the White House 
and close associates say he 
spent a long summer vaca- 
tions with h» family discus- 
sing a presidential campaign 
and emerged all but certain 
he would run. 

He acts more and more 
like a candidate, and die 
moves, induding the 
creation of foe new PAC, put 
him on par unfo otiier Rqmb- 
lican hopdols. 

Senate minority leader 
Bob Dole, former Housing 
Secretary Jack Kemp and 
Texas Sen. Phil Gramm 
already have committees to 
donate to Republican candi- 
dates across the country and 
finance their own travel to 
local political events for 
mingling with local party offi- 
cials. 


Clinton cautiously upbeat on election results 


WASHINGTON (R) — 
lY^dent Bill Clinton has 
predicted that the Democrats 
will do better foan expected 
in foe Nov. 8 oongresskHial 
elections, and quipped that 
his party was strugj^ing now 
because “we didn’t want to 
peak too soon.” 

At a White House news 
conference that gave him a 
forum to talk about his 
accomplishments, Mr. Om- 
ton said be believed many 
Americans would change 
their minds about voting Re- 
publican ‘^vhen they have all 
the information.” 

When syndicated eoL 
umiiist Mary McGrory asked 
him aJboat an Oklahoma 
candidates dahn that foere 
are no normal pewle in 
Washington, Mr. Clinton 
joked that be **would be ^ad 
to testify m court” that she 
was normal. 

’*Hie atmosjfoere is abnor- 
mal, and that makes the peo- 
ple say and do weird things, 
iMit there's a lot of fine folks 
here,” he said. 

Mr. Ointon denied he was 
apprehensive about the con- 
gres^nal and gubernatorial 
elections even though most 
polls suggest the Republicans 
will score big gains and 
p^aps even t&e control of 
congress for the first time in 
four decades.

The commander of U.S. spe- 
dal forces in Haiti said Friday 
his troops were hunting 
several dozen active paramili- 
taries and had narrowly mis- 
sed capturing one cell the 
night before. 

Meanwhile. Haitian Presi- 
dent Jean-Bertrand Aristide 
met with his cabinet Friday, 
but by late in the day there 
were no signs he was any 
closer to naming a new prime 
minister, despite eariier pre- 
dictions by some aides that a 
premier would be named Fri- 
day. 

“We are waiting." an In- 
formation Ministry spokes- 
man said when asked when a 
new prime minister would be 
named. “Today? I don’t 
know. The next week, 
perhaps." the spokesman 
said. 

Political experts have said 
it was important for Mr. Aris- 
tide to quickly name a new 
prime minister to succeed 
caretaker Prime Minister 
Robert Malval in order for 
Mr. Aristide to demonstrate 
that he is capable of taking 
decisive action and is begin- 
ning to address the issue of 
Haiti’s recovery. 

Sources have said the lead- 
ing candidate for the post is 
Foreign Minister Claudette 
Werlei^. 46.

“They are veiy disorga- 
nised. They have gone to 
ground and their primary 
motivation is survival," he 
said. “My view is keep them 
on the run, keep them wor- 
ried about survival, and they 
are not going to “worry about 
doing something to you.” 
He said some of the sus- 
pects have gone into hiding in 
Pori-Au-Prince and others 


have fled to the neighbouring 
Dominican Republic. 

Gen. Potter said the break- 
up of the Haitian military's 
stranglehold on rural life 
could be seen in the booming 
local markets, where people 
no longer extorted by the 
military are coming to sell 
tiieir goods. 

“The markets have ex- 
panded four, five, six- 
hundred per cent on market 
day in the villages and towns 
where we're located. The 
price of rice has gone down 
40 per cent since I've been 
here," he said. 

Gen. Potter said intelli- 
gence regarding the paramili- 
taries was good, and local 
villagers were being coopera- 
tive in providing information.

Poverty increases 
risk of death from 
AIDS — study 


LONDON (R) — Povertj" 
[.reduces the surviv-al rate in 
•patients with .AIDS and men 
. pn low incomes have a per 
.eent greater chance of dying 
-within 10 years than those on 
■ higher incomes, a Canadian 
study published on Saturdav 
said. 

The Canadian research 
team. led by Professor Mar- 
tin Schcchter of the Univerd- 
tv' of British Columbia in 
Vancouver, studied 364 gay 
men for 10 years from 
November 19S2. 

At the start of the study, 
234 were HTV positive and 
130 subsequently became m> 
fecied with the virus that 
'' uuses aids (acquired im- 
mune defidenQ- syndrome). 
' “The researchers found 
that men on low incomes at 
•enrolment bad a worse sur- 
.•vival than those on higher 
-.iacomes.*' the study pnb- 
-iisbed in Saturday's eefition of 
the Lancet Medical Journal. 
. • “Men on low incomes had 

* a- 63 per cent greater chance 

• of death from AIDS by De- 
>cember 1S193 (the end of the 
: ’study) than those on higher 

incornes." the study said. 

- ’ The researchers defined a 
: low income as less than Cana- 


dian CSIO.OOO (S7.500) a year. 
They said that at the begin- 
oing' of the study, the poverty 
ievel for a smgle man living 
alone in metropolitan areas 
of Canada was below 
CS9.400 (S7.050). 

Of the study group, 169 
men developed full-blown 
.AIDS and 135 men died dur- 
ing the 10-year study. “There 
were 40 deaths in the low 
income group (90 men) and 
95 deaths in the higher in- 
come gnwps (274 men)." the 
study said.* 

Bkause low-income men 
tended to be younger than 
hij^er earners' the" resear- 
dters adjusted their data for 
age but the link between low 
income and survival rates 
held true. 

Tbe study did not reach 
conclusions about why low- 
income patients might be 
more susceptible to death 
from AIDS but it speculated 
that nutrition might play a 
part. 

“One sugg^on is that 
nutrition mediates between 
socio-economic status and 
HIV-associated mortality be- 
cause immune function is 
affeaed by nutrition — often 
poor in low-income groups."

KLTWAIT (R) — Saudi Ara- 
bian Monetary Agency 
(SA.MA) Governor Hamad 
Saud .Al Savyari Saturday 
ruled out a devaluation of the 
Saudi riyai and asserted that 
any attack by speculators on 
the rival could be withstood. 

.Asked if S.AM.A. the king- 
dom's central bank, would 
devalue the rival, he said: 
"No, not at all." 

Mr. Sayyari. speaking to 
Reuters ^ring a financial 
conference in Kuwait, also 
said spending discipline by 
the Saudi government was 
encouraging and successful. 

Speculation against the 
riyal this month, due to con- 
cerns over the Saudi eco- 
nomy and government fi- 
nances because of weak oil 
revenues, depressed its spot 
value and boosted riyal- 
dollar swap rates. 

The speculation has les- 
sened but dealers say they 
expea more attacks against 
the currency as the year end 
approaches, when the gov- 
ernment prepares its 1993 
budget. 

Asked if SAMA would be 
able to withstand an attack 
on the riyal, Mr. Sayyari said:

Africa leaders say strife, drought wrecked hopes 


GRAND BAY. Mauritius 
(R) — Hnance ministers and 
central bank heads from east- 
ern and southern Africa said 
Saturday chat a host of acute 
problems had wrecked hopes 
of growth in most of Africa. 

“Hopes for the reversal of 
the adverse conditions of the 
1980s and a resumption of 
growth in the 1990s have not 
been realised in most African 
countries," they said in a 
report. 

“African countries continue to 
face acute problems at both eco- 
nomic'and social levels that 
include balance of payments 
problems, inadequate inflows 
of foreign capital and long 
spells ot drought which have 
manifested themselves in 
economic stagnation," they 
added at the end of a week- 
long conference. 

'They said other problems 
for their 22 nations included 
high unemployment and 
widespread poverty and a 
rapid deterioration in social 
welfare, especially public ^ 
health, education and hous- ' 
ing. 

"Social conflicts have 
worsened the problems fac- 
ing Africa by displacing 
populations, disrupting eco- • 
nomic integration program- 
mes and national develop- 
ment and causing consider- 
able loss of life and other 
miseries." they added.

CIS leaders approve first supranational body 


MOSCOW (R) — Leaders of 
the 12-member Common- 
wealth of Independent States 
(CIS) Friday approved plans 
for a supranational economic 
committee, the first CIS body 
that will have real powers to 
override members govern- 
ments. 

President Boris Yeltsin 
told a Kremlin news confer- 
ence the Interstate Economic 
Committee (MEK) was 
approved by all 12 heads of 
state, though some had re- 
servations about the extent to 
which they would take part. 

The new body wnil be 
based in Moscow, a decision 
taken despite the objections 
of Belarus, whose capital 
Minsk was initially desig- 
nated as the seat of CIS 
institutions when the orga- 
nisation was set up at the end 
of 1991. 

"Of course (Belarussian 
President Alexander) 
Lukashenko insisted very 
strongly on Minsk." Mr. 
Yeltsin said. 

Heads of state also 
approved plans for a pay- 
ments union and a customs 
union, but details were not 
available and it appeared 
some members had reserva- 
tions. 

The CIS has been largely 
ineffectual as a successor to 
the Soviet Union because 
governments, jealous of their 
newly won sovereignty, have 
been unwilling to delegate 
powers to it. 


“There wasn't complete 
unity of views on everything. 
There were discussions, 
objections and compromise 
decisions," Mr. Yeltsin said. 
"Not all states are equally 
ready to take part in econo- 
mic union although all voted 
for it." 

“But this should not be 
seen as some kind of split or 
crisis in the QS. We fiiliy 
respea the wilt of each indi- 
ridual state." he added. 

The Russian president said 
there was a long discussion 
on the supranational powers 
thac would be delegated to 
the MEK. and the leaders 
agreed that states which had 
reservations would be able to 
opt out." Later we will see 
how it goes," he said. 

' Mr. Yeltsin, the only head 
of state at at the news confer- 
ence, did not say which states 
had resen'atidns but last 
September, when the Inter- 
state Economic Committee 
was drafted by heads of gov- 
ernment. Azerbaijan and 
Turkmenistan did not initial 
it. 

“Of course there were 
doubts among some about 
the MEK, there were diffe- 
rent opinions about where it 
should live, in Moscow or in 
Minsk but finally we agreed 
the MEK was needed," he 
said. 

The committee will have a 
a weighted voting in which 
Russia will count for 50 per 
cent of the votes and deci- 


sions will have to be taken by 
a majority of 80 per cent. 

Mr. Yeltsin said he was 
happy with the summit be- 
cause not a single item had 
been dropped from the agen- 
da. Among the documents 
approved was a convention 
on the protection of “persons 
belonging to national minor- 
ities." 

Russia has been pushing 
strongly for such a convert^ 
tion to protect the rights of 
more than 20 million ethnic 
compatriots in other CIS re- 
publics. 

The idea has been sup- 
ported by Kyrgyzstan, which 
is trying to prevent local Rus- 
sians leaving, but some other 
states have been unenihusias- 
tic, seeing such a convention 
as a means for Moscow to 
increase its influence. 

No details of the accord 
were available, but its title 
suggested the accent would 
be on proteaion of the rights 
of individuals rather than on 
collective political ri^ts for 
ethnic minorities. 

Mr. Yeltsin praised 
Ukraine's new President 
Leonid Kuchma for his con- 
tribution to the summit. ‘Tt 
was a completely difierent 
atmosphere than with the 
previous president." he said, 
referring to ftequent clashes 
with Mr. Kuchma's predeces- 
sor Leonid Kravchuk. 

“There were no problems. 
There was complete agree- 
ment between us and Lronid 


Danilovich Kuchma made 
some very informed remarks. 
He supported all the docu- 
ments," Mr. Yeltsin said.

THE BANK of Israel yesterday (Thursday) announced 
dian^ in fonugn currency reguladons which will enable 
Israelis crossiiig the Jordanian border to purcbase their 
foreign currency travel allotment. 

Under current regulations, residents travelling abroad are 
requir^ to produce flight or cruise tickets in order to be ^le 
to receive up to S3,000 in foreign currency from the bank for 
‘their trip. 

Only those travelling to Egypt by ground are entitled to 
the foU foreign currency trav^allowance. By contrast, those 
crossing at Taba will still only be able to take out NIS 
4,(XX)^worth of foreign current, while those travelling to 
Sinai will only be afiowed to withdraw up to SISO. 

Residents travelling to Jordan will have to present then- 
bank with either a travel agent’s certification that they have 
purcha^ a ticket for an organist trip by ground or an 
eni^ visa.

Rominger has raced only in 
time-trials since he was 
forced to abandon last July’s 
Tour de France, which Indu- 
rain w^n for the fourth con- 
secutive time. 

He had said Saturday's 
attempt was merely a test run 
ahead of a propCT bid next 
month at altitude in Mexico 
Gty or Quito. 


Rominger covered the first 
five kilometres 16 seconds 
fester the Indurain had man- 
aged and steadily improved 
on the Spaniard's marks 
throughout tiie one hour.

NEW YORK (AP) — Gar>- 
Bettman and Bob Goode- 
now. the main negotiators in 
the North American National 
Hockey League (NHLl 
labour dispute made contact 
Friday for the second time in 
two days after a long period 
of silence, 

"They talked mainly about 
scheduling,” said ' Steve 
MacAllister. public relations 
director of the NHL Players 
Association. 

But not about setting up 
new bargaining talks. 

, "There is nothine going.” 
Goodenow. executive direc- 
.tor of the NHLPA. told the 
Canadian press in Toronto. 

Bettman. the NHL com- 
missioner, and Goodenow 
spoke Oct. U, when the own- 
ers rejeaed the players' last 
roniract proposal. 

Bettman delayed the 94- 
game season's Oct. 1 start to 
try to push the contract talks 
ahead. The players have been 
without a contract since 
September 1993, Revenue 
sharing to help small market 
teams and a cap on players' 
salaries are at the centre of 
the dispute. 

The league conceded 
Thursday it will not be able to 
salvage the complete 84- 
game schedule. 

The NHL is reportedly 
working on a 74-game sche- 


dule. 'The schedule will be 
re-evaiuated on a daily basis, 
the league has said. ' 

Bettman has said the 
league would need at least a 
40- or 50-game schedule to 
have a legitimate season. To 
play a 50^ame schedule, the 
NHL would have to start by 
mid-De»^mber. 

While players hoped that 
contact negotiations would 
resume quickly, they con- 
tinued to find employment in 
the wake of the ion^ work 
sioppa^ in NHL history. A 
total of 115 games have 
already been postponed as 
the lockout reached its 21$t 
dav Friday. 

Tumoto defenceman Dave 
Bleti, a rwo-iime NHL all- 
star, was close to signing a 
deal witii the Wichita Thun- 
der of the Central Hockey- 
League.

committee said in a state- 
ment. 

The number of teams tak- 
ing to the World Cup 
finals is to be increased from 
24 to 32 in 1998 and Euro- 
peans, who had seven teams 
in the quanerfinals of this 
year’s tournament in the Un- 
ited States, want three of the 
additional ei|bt berths. 

A decision Is to be taken by 
FIFA, soccer's world goy- 
eming body, at a meeting in 
New York next week. 

UEFA’s stand will be 
opposed by the African and 
Asian confederations. Both 
want two more places for 
their own teams and only two 
more for European sides. 

The South American con- 
federation is in fevour of one 
more berth for each confed- 
eration — Europe, AMca, 
Asia, South America and 
CONCACAF — and wants 
the top three teams from the 
U.S. World Cup, Brazil.

Clinton hopes to spur 
Israel- Syria negotiations 

Hariri says trip may advance talks 


WASHINGTON (Agendes) 
— President Bill Qinton 
hopes to spur Israel and SNiia 
towards a p^ce treaty when 
he meets with Syrian Presi> 
dent Hafez A1 A^d during 
bis Middle East trip this 
week. 

At a White House news 
conference Friday, he said be 
hopes the visit will give 
momentum to the plodding 
peace *aiks between the two 
countries. 

*T want there to be more 
progress,** Mr. Clinton said 
in announcing he would go to 
Damascus next TbuT^ay. 
But some aides were pessi- 
mistic about prospects for a 
breakthrough. 

At their first meeting, last 
January in Gene\-a. the Sy> 
rian leader offered Israel the 
prospect of “normal peaceful 
relations.'* 

But five shuttle trips to the 
region since by U.S. Secret' 
ary of State Warren Christ- 
opher have failed to produce 
'^compromise on three lou^ 
isroes: Peace terms, the &- 
ture of the Israeli-held Golan 
Heights and arrangements 
for security at the Mrder. 

• Mr. Christopher and top 
aides have described their 
achievements as only in- 
cremental. The president said 
he was going to see Mr. 
Assad because “talking with 
him will continue to make 
some advances’* in the nego- 
dadons. 

But some senior Qinton 
aides voiced doubt bis seeing 
Mr. Assad again woidd trans~ 
form the slow-moving pro- 
cess. 

Hie more modest goal is to 
use Mr. Ointon's visit “to 
. give the process a push.” said 
one aide, briefing reporters 
at the White House on condi- 
tion he would not idendned. 


Mr. Ointon's other main 
objective is to reassure Israel 
after a wave of violence has 
shaken its people’s confi- 
dence that the landscape is 
truly changing. The president 
said' he wanted above all on 
the trip to “stand with my 
friends.** 

And Mr. Qinton said he 
bad directed the Federal 
Bureau of Investigations 
(FBI) to redouble its scrutiny 
of aedviries in the United 
States in behalf of Hamas, 
the group that claimed re- 
sponsibility for killing more 
fhfln two dozen Israelis in a 
week's dme. 

The crip, designed initially 
to celebrate conclusion of a 
peace treaty between Israel 
and JordanJ is shaping up as 
even more extensive than the 
five-country trek that Presi- 
dent Nixon made to the area 
in June 1974. 

Mr. Clinton will visit 
Egypt. Jordan, Israel. Syria, 
Kuwait and Saudi Arabia 
o%*er three dava. He also will 
meet in Cairo with Yasser 
Aiafet, the chairman of the 
Palesdne Liberation Orga- 
nisation. and tour religious 
sites in East Jerusalem de-

On Friday he visits U.S. 
troops deployed in Kuw*ait, 
then flies to &udi Arabia for 
talks with Saudi King Fahd 
before remming to Washing- 
ton. 

Mr. Clinton will talk to 
King Fahd about the Gulf 
countries setting up a fund to 
repay the United States for 
the deplovinent of forces in 
the wake of the recent Iraqi 
military buildup near Kuwait 
and to make preparations for 
a permanent defence line in 
the region.

Mr. Ointon’s visit “is a 
clear American admission of 
S>Tia’s central role in the 
Middle East peace process.” 
Mr. Hariri told the Associ- 
ated Press.

NICOSIA (AP) — A mother and her child 
and a 12-year-old boy drowned in flash floods 
that swept Iran's northern Mazandaran pro- 
vince, Ii^'s offidai Islamic Republic News 
Agency (IRNA) reported Saturday. Most of 
the towns and t^a^ along the Caspian Sea 
coastline were floodsd as a result of torrential 
rain over the past 48 hours. Hundreds of 
livestock and poultry were wasted, added the 
agenqr. EIWA said floods also bit the south 
em province of Kerman, sweeping away mon 
than ^ kilometres of rural roads in the 
vicinity of the town of Baft 240 kilometres 
north of the Strait of Hormuz. 

New radical paper appears in Iran 

TEHRAN (AFP) — A new^aper represent- 
ing Islamic radic^ appeared on Iranian news 
stands this week aimed at promoting political 
pluralism. In its first editorial, the bi-monthly 
Asr-e-Ma (Our Era) said it supported the 
formation of political parties in Iran in a bid to 
encourage “broader p>artidpation” in politics. 
There are no organised {Mlitical parties in 
Iran, although the country's constitution ex- 
plidtly recognises the right to form them. The 
paper, founded by former A^culture Minis- 
ter Mohatmnad Salamati, said it also sought 
to raise import^t issues in the areas of 
politics, economics and sodal affairs.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agendes) — The Palesti- 
nian self-rule authority will 
tell Israel at a liaison commit- 
tee session that peace efforts 
must not fall hostage to 
attacks like the Tel Aviv bus 
bombing, a Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO) 
dal said on Saturday. 

“We will object to Israel’s 
hesitation in implementing 
the Gaza- Jericho 'accord by 
threatening to halt peace 
talks every time Hamas car- 
ries out attacks in Israel,” 
PLO negotiator Hassan 
Asfour said, referring to the 
meeting due on Sunday. 

PLO top negotiator Nabil 
Shaath and Israeli Foreign 
hfinister Shimon Peres will 
lead their delegations to the 
joint liaison committee meet- 
ing in Cairo on Sunday. 

The committee was set up 
under the Israel-PLO peace 
deal in 1993 to deal with 
disputes arising between the 
two sides. 

“The accord established 
mechanisms to deal with 
problems, and freezing the 
peace process is in itself a 
>ioIation of the aseement,** 
Mr. Asfour told Reuters. 

Israel broke off talks, on 
Palestinian elections and ex- 
panding self-rule to the rest 
of the West Bank, after the 
Islamic Resistance Move- 
ment Hamas kidnapped an 
Israeli soldier two weeks ago. 

Israeli leaders said at first 
tiie soldier was being held in 
Palestinian-ruled Gaza. The 
soldier, killed by his captors 
during an Israeli rescue raid, 
was in a pan of the West 
Bank controlled by Israel. 

Last Sunday, Israel said it 
was prepared to resume talks 
and lifted the closure it had 
clamped on Gaza and the 
West Bank. 

It sealed off the two areas 
again on Wednesday after a 
Hamas suicide bomber killed 
21 people on a Tel Aviv bus. 


“Israel's policy of collec- 
tive punishment is very 
dangerous from a politick 
point of view. It means Israel 
son considers self-rule areas 
under its occupation.” Mr. 
Asfour said. 

He said the PLO would not 
respond to ^raeli demands to 
crack down on Hamas. 

“Hamas does not threaten 
us. We know how to deal 
with it in our ways in our 
territories. We are responsi- 
ble for security in self-rule 
areas,” Mr. Asfour said. 

Members of parliament* 
(M^) on Saturday called for 
a barrier to be built the entire 
length of the “green line" 
between Israel and the occu- 
pied W'est Bank to keep out 
Palestinian activists. 

The barrier would be 
aimed at “making the partial 
closure of the territories 
permanent.” said Hagai 
Merom, regarded as a 
“dove” in the Labour Party. 

He said Hamas members 
were able to enter Israel via 
dozens of open crossing 
points even while the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip were 
sealed off. 

“Patrols would be carried 
out along the barrier. This is 
the only way to totally sepa- 
rate Israelis from Palesti- 
nians.” Mr. Merom said. 

Mr. Merom said the bar- 
rier would be “an emergency 
plan to separate Israel and 
the Palestinians.” 

“I hope It will load to the 
creation of a Palestinian 
state. The two peoples should 
be able to live inside their 
own borders,” he said. 

Police Ministu- Moshe 
Sbahal told Israel Radio 
Saturday that the closure of 
the territories could “never 
be hermetic.” 

“The police are demanding 
reinforcements along the ' 
green line to reduce the 
risks,” he added. 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) — 
Iraq said on ^turday it 
womd uphold its right to de- 


ploy troops in the country’s 
south de^ite U.S. warnings 
to restrict military move- 
'ments. 

Parliamentary Speaker 
Saadi Mebdi Saleh also 
reiterated that Iraq was ready 
to recognise neighbouring 
Kuwait, but demanded an 
easing of United Nations 
sanctions in exchange. 

Mr. Saleh told a news con- 
ference that the U.S. warning 
was a gross interference in 
Iraq's internal affoirs. 

Ihe United States and Bri- 
tain made diplomatic repre- 
sentations to Iraq's U.N. 
ambassador on *rhursday 
warning Baghdad of “serious 
consequences'* if it moved 
well-equipped Republican 
Guards south of foe 32nd 
Parallel towards Kuwait. 

Asked if Iraq would ignore 
foe warning, Mr. Saleh said: 
“Do not say ignore. We will 
uphold our rights.” 

“Our conduct. mfUtaiy or 
civilian condua. in our terri- 
tory does not constinite any 
threat to any neighbouring 
country.” 

Kuwaiti Defence Minister 
Sheikh Ahmad AI Humoad 
A1 Sabah was quoted Satur- 
day as saying U.S. military 
reinforcements sent to coun- 
ter the Iraqi buildup near the 
border will not leave before 
threats from Baghdad are eli- 
minated. 

‘The U.S. and friendly 
forces will not leave Kuwait 
before the danger is totally 
over,” he told the daily Al 
Watan. 

He said foe situation at foe 
border with Iraq was “com- 
pletely quiet. but that 
Kuwaiti forces dug in there 
remain on alert and ready to 
face any emergency. 

U.S. President Bill Clinton 
said Friday that Iraq had 
almost completed withdrawal 


of its troops from near foe 
Kuwaiti terder. but U.S. 
forces will maintain their cur- 
rent strength in foe region for 
foe moment. 

“Tile immediate threat is 
receding, the withdrawal 
above foe 32nd Parallel is 
neatly completed,” Mr. Clin- 
ton said. 

But he said foe U.S. troop 
strengfo in foe re^on would 
be maintained at its current 
levels “for a while.”

AMMAN (Agencies) — A 
man aRacked and slightly 
wounded an American tour- 
ist here Saturday, just four 
days before U.S. President 
Bill Qinton visits Jordan for 
foe signing of its peace treaty 
with Israel, police said. 

They said the tourist, 
named as Dave Friedman, 
24. tried to nin away from bis 
assailant but was “scratched 
in the back.” He received 
treatment in hospital and was 
released. 

A traffic policeman and a 
guard at the nearby Amman 


police station caught foe 
assailant, 27-year-old Raed 
Ismail. 

*nie U.S. embassy had no 
comment on foe incident. 

President Qinton is sche- 
duled to visit Jordan on 
Wednesday to witness foe 
signing of a peace treaty be- 
tween Jordan and Israel. 

The stabbing was the first 
such reported incident since 
several attacks on tourists fol- 
lowing foe Idlling of about 30 
Arabs by an Israeli settler in 
Hebron in foe occupied West 
Bank last February. 


SEOUL (Agendes) — Fore- 
i^ Minister Han Sung-Joo 
on Saturday cautiously wel- 
comed foe U.S.-North Ko- 
rean nuclear deal, alfoou^ 
he said South Korea was not 
totally satisfied. 

“Some of its contents fall 
short of our expectations, but 
overall foe deid reflects our 
minimum policy go^,” Mr. 
Han said in testimony before 
the National Assembly. 

In a pact signed Friday in 
Geneva, North Korea ^eed 
to freeze its nuclear actirities, 
but it was also given at least 
five years before it will have 
to allow spedal inspections at 
two susp^ nuclear sites. In 
recent years, foe U.S. says. 
North Korea repeatedly re- 
neged on treaty obligations to 
allow such inspections. 

‘The spedm inspections 
mil be delayed more than we 
expected,” Mr. Han said. 

But South Korea praised 
its communist rival’s agree- 
ment to allow the foorou^ 
^dal inspections for foe 
first time since it threatened 
to withdraw from foe nudear ■ 
Non-Proliferation Treaty 
(NFL) almost two years ago. 
The treaty bans the spread of 
nuclear arms and makes in- 
spections by foe International 
Atomic Energy Agency 
(IAEA) obligatory. 

The North maintained that 
allowing thorough inspec- 
tions at foe two sites, whidi 
they claimed to be non- 
nuclear military facilities, 
would infringe on its 


sovereignty. It also claimed a 
“spedal” North Korean sta- 
tiis that examined it from 
foorou^ investigation. 

’'Now it is most impor tant 
for North Korea to faithfiilly 
uphold its obligations under 
foe new deal.” Mr. Han said 
at the National Assembly's 
Foreign Affairs and Unifica- 
tion Committee. 

He said foe new, safer 
reactors promised to North 
Korea in Friday's deal would 
be designed by South Korea, 
which would play a major 
role in their construction. But 
he added that Seoul would 
not help compensate for foe 
energy lost by decommission- 
ing the North's older reac- 
tors, which produce nuclear 
weapons ingredHems. 

“The government has not 
been consulted by foe United 
States on foe question of 
providing compensation 
energy (to North Korea) or 
discussed the matter,” he 
said. 

A foreign nunisby spokes- 
man qootM -Mr. Qinton as 
telling a news conference in 
Washington on Friday: 
“South Korea, with support 
from Japan and other na- 
tions, will bear most of the 
cost of providing North 
Korea with fuel to make up 
for foe nudear energy it is 
losing...”

Survivors make 
good on dinner 
promise 

STOCKHOLM (AP) — In 
foe panicked final moments 
as the fony Estonia was sink- 
ing. passengers Kent Har- 
STMt and Sara Hedrenius 
promised to have dinner 
together if they survived. 
Then they huiied themselves 
into foef frigid waters of the 
Baltic Sea.'On Friday nig)it, 
three weeks after foe 'tragedy 
that killed more titan '900 
pec^Ie. Kent and Sara kept 
their promise. Ac a chande- 
liered. candle-lit restaurant in 
Stockholm, the couple 
toasted to their survival over 
dinner. “I feel as if we are 
brining thb ordeal to an 
end wifo this dinner. Tomor- 
' row we can continue ahea^” 

' Kent, from foe soufoern city 
of Lund, told Svredish televi- 
sion. It was one of the few 
happy endings to foe worst 
shipwreck in Scandinavian 
history. Both survivors had 
ended up in the same life-raft 
and hugged each other for 
hours to keep warm while 
waves crashed over them. 
Ten of their raft mates fr^ 
to death before rescuers ar- 
rived. “Even if I was there, 
struggling in foe waves, today 
it aU seems like a dream.” 
Kent said in an interview. 
New^ media, publishers and 
movie producers from all 
over foe world have con- 
tacted Sara and Kent over the 
last weeks to hear their story. 
There was no word on what 
foe couple would do next. 

New microwave 
light butb 
brighter, cheaper 

WASfnNGTON (AFP) — A 
new type of light bulb that 
blasts gas with microwaves 
produces a bright light at a 
coa far less than convention- 
al bulbs, foe Washington Post 
repoRed Friday. The la mp , 
invented by Fusion Lifting 
Inc. under a Defence Depart- 
ment contract, is the first 
commercial application of the 
new process. The light bulb is 
a gojf-ball-sized quartz girfoe 
filled with a sulfur-tinged in- 
ert g^ that when irradiated 
by microwaves produces as 
much light as hundreds of 
nigh-iniensity mercury rapoor 
lamps, the department was 
quoted as saying. It uses few- 
er than 12,000 wans but puts 
out four times as mu^ tight 
at about one-third foe cost, 
the department said. The fast
